A twenty-four weeks of dire hard- 
ship and peril, negotiations have been 
successfully concluded for the release of 
the three British officers Who were 
captured by pirates from the British 
steamer, Nanchang. 
The three men—Mr. A. D. Blue, the 
second engineer, whose home is in 
Glasgow; Mr. Clifford Johnson, junior 
officer, of Colwyn, North Wales, and Mr. 
W. E. Hargreave, junior officer, of Ripon, 
Yorks—are expected to be released to- 
morrow. 
The final negotiations were conducted 
through the intermediary of a Japanese 
| gendarme, Captain Obata, and bring to a 
ppy conclusion long months of patient 
efforts to secure the release of the three 
men. 
A patrol boat has been kept in readiness 
to convey the rescue Ped immediately the 
men are released. Owing to the distance 
and dangerous surroundings, it has been 
decided, notwithstanding a clear moonlight 
night, to await daylight before bringing 
them back to civilisation. 
The men are reported to be well, despite 
their hardships. 

After completing the preliminaries, 
Captain Obata, and those who were assist- 
ing him, held a conference close to 
Panshan to-day. It was expected that the 
bandits would accept the final terms under 
promise of immunity on dispersal. | 

Meanwhile small parties of bandits are 
still menacing villages within a two miles 
radius of Newchwang, and every night 
have been kidnapping natives and success- 
re evading detection in the Kaoliang 

elds. : 


KIDNAPPED TWICE, 
It was on March 29th that the British 
steamer Nanchang, a vessel of 2,500 tons, 
was boarded by pirates in broad daylight 
in the Newchwang Roads, off the Liao 
Kiver. Four of the ship’s officers were 
kidnapped and carried off by the pirates, 
the fourth being Mr. F. Pears, a New- 
castle man, who was subsequently re- 
leased. 
Knergetic action was then taken by the 
Manchukuo authorities to capture the 
bandits, whose lair in the reedy swamps 
of Panshan was invaded by military forces 
and bombed from the air. 
The bandits proved very elusive, and 
always managed to slip away on the ap- 
proach of the troops. 
The British gunboat Cornflower gave 
chase, and steps were also taken by the 
Japanese authorities in Manchukuo to 1n- 
tercept the raiders. ‘They succeeded in 
making good their escape, however, and 
landed 15 miles north-west of Newchwang, 
thence proceeding inland with they 
captives. . 
ive days later Mr. Pears, the iourth 
captive, unexpectedly arrived at New- 
chwang bearing the bandits’ demands for 
ransom, to the tune of one million 
Mexican dollars. + 
Negotiations followed, and as a reprisal 
some: oí the bandits’. relatives. were de- 


chukuo offer of 30,000 dollars ransom was 
refused by the bandits, who declined to 
modify their demands. 

Three weeks later, just when the nego- 
tiations for release seemed to be on the 
point of success, hopes. were dashed by 
the appearance of a rival gang of pirates, 
who suddenly swept down on the original 
bandits, defeated them and carried off 
their prisoners. 

Negotiatiens then had to be begun all 
over again with the new band.

From a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


ISTILLERIES for the manufacture 
“of industrial alcohol will shortly be 
established in the Free State under the 
agis of the Government. | 
It will be recalled that some time ago 
the Free State Government held an in 
vestigation into the possibility of estab- 
lishing such distilleries aud satisfied 
themiaalies that they might prove t- 
able to the country in providing work and 


an outlet for surplus agricultural 
products. . 
I now learn that a Government- 


controlled company, on the lines of that 
which will control the new sugar factories, 
will shortly be establish and the 
distilleries set up. 

In order to provide a market for the 
industrial alcohol it is also likely that the 
sale of “straight” yetrol for’ motor 
vehicles will be made illegal, and that 
garages will be required to retail an 
admixture of imported petrol and in- 
dustrial alcohol in its place. This is 
already the case in Germany and certain 
other European countries, 


POTATOES AND GRAIN, 


The production of the alcohol will, it 
is understood, ea the growing of a 
large quantity of potatoes, not of the 
usual edible type; but surplus grain will 
will also be used by these distilleries when 
it is available. 

The location of these distilleries is still 
a matter for consideration, but. they must 
be located in agricultural c-atres not far 
from the source of their s.pplies. It has

7d. a 
gallon for No. 1 spirit in Dublin.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—Another milestone on the road 5f 
agricultural reorganisation is marked by 
the decisive result of the poll of milk 
producers, which was declared yesterday. 
The majority in favour of the milk market- 
ing scheme is, indeed, surprisingly big, 
and, in itself, is another tribute to the 
effective organisation of farmers throughout 
England and Wales under the banner of 
the National Farmers’ Union. Now that 
dairy farmers have expressed their opinion, 
and satisfied the requirements of the 
Agricultural Marketing Act by voting for 
this scheme with such unanimity, the Milk 
Marketing Board will proceed to tackle the 
organisation of the dairy industry on the 
lines laid down in the scheme, 
The immediate task before the Board is 
to settle contract terms of the period of 
three months from the expiry of the cur- 
rent contracts on Sepember 30 until a pool- 
ing scheme on a national scale can be 
enforced on January 1 next. With the 
good-will of the leaders of the distributive 
and manufacturing sections of the industry, 
and guided by the impartial members ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Agriculture, 
these negotiations need not be protracted, 
and within a few days it should be possible 
for the Board to announce the terms on 
which farmers will be able to sell their 
milk during the coming three months. The 
heavy tasks of the Board lie ahead. To 
assume control practically of the whole of 
the country’s milk output is not a light 
undertaking. Experienced men of business, 
accustomed to the problems of organisation 
on a large scale, will, no doubt, be a 
inted to the key posts under the Board; 
but even first-class brains may at first. be 
perplexed at the problems presented by the 
many interests concerned in the dairy

farmers will probably have to exercise a 
good deal of patience while the details of 
the pooli eme are being worked out in 
practical form.

papers describe as ‘‘ Soviet-like,’’ seized 
power because Dr. de Cespedes was con- 
sidered too mild and too pro-American. 

In order to be prepared for any 
eventuality, however, President Roosevelt 
has ordered 1,200 marines, fully equipped 
as an expeditionary force, to be concen- 
trated at the base at Quantico, Virginia, 
with instructions to be ready to leave fo 
Cuba at a moment’s notice. : 

All night long detachments of marines 
in full field equipment have been rushed 
to the base from New York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Portsmouth, and other 
points, so that the whole force may be 
ready to move by noon to-morrow, 

The American dreadnaught Mississippi, 
one of the most powerful ships in the 
United States Navy, has been ordered to 
proceed immediatedly to Cuban waters. 

Following a conference at the White 
House between President Roosevelt, 
Senator Swanson (the Secretary for thé 
Navy), Mr. H, Roosevelt (the 
Assistant Secretary for the Navy), and 
Rear-Admiral Standley (the Chief of 
Navy Operations) Senator Swanson is to 
go to Havana immediately. 

Meanwhile the Atlantic Fleet is being 
concentrated in the vicinity of Cuba to 
meet any emergency which may arise. 

The Mississippi is armed with twelve 
14-inch guns, and carries about 900 blue- 
jackets, as well as a company of marines. 


OUTSIDE CUBAN WATERS. 


Reports of continued unrest in outlyin 
districts, such as Guantanami sad 
Santiago, have caused the Administration 
to order six smaller craft—destroyers and 
submarines chasers—to lie off within 
steaming distance. of Cuba. 

Senator Swanson is proceeding to Havana 
on board the Indianapolis, the new 10,000 
ton cruiser, which left this afternoon. 
The Indianapolis, which is armed with 
nine 8-inch guns and carries about 600 
men, is expected to arrive at Cuba on 
Friday. 

Senator Swanson stated that he has no 
specific orders with regard to his mission. 

After the Senator’s departure it was 
deemed advisable to announce from the 
White House that he was not going to 
Havana under orders from President 
Roosevelt, but that he was merely calling 
there en route for the West Coast. 

In the meantime, the State Department 
has summoned the heads of the Latin- 
—e missions, and informed them of 
the steps being taken “at Cuba, * stressing 
that United States intervention is not 
intended, but at the same time declaring 
that there will be no holding back if 
foreign lives are endangered. 

President Roosevelt is keeping in close 
communication with Senator Hull, the 
United States Secretary of State, and Mr. 
Sumner Welles, Ambassador to Cuba, who 
has been appointed Assistant Secretary of 
State in succession to Professor Moley. 


DUBLIN ’BUSMEN’S 
GRIEVANCE. 


THE WORKING OF THE 
NEW ACT.

As a result of the putting into operation 
of the provisions of the Road Traffic Act, 
Dublin *busmen on the longer Jocal runs find 
that they have to work a longer spread-over 
in order to complete their eight hours’ day. 
A protest against this was made by the 
men yesterday, and in ‘ome cases they re- 
fused to work the new time tables, 

The *busmen’s case is that hitherto they 
worked “straight ” duties, or had only com- 
paratively short breaks in their day, which, 
at the worst, finished eleven hours after 
starting time. 

Now they must receive a half-hour’s rest 
after five and a half hours’ work. This is a 
boon to lorry drivers and others, and does 
not inconvenience ‘busmen on very long or | 
very short runs, Men who have a run of 
about two hours, however, find that, while 
they. could get in three runs -in six 
hours, they can only get in two runs 
in five and a half hours. This means that 
after four hours’ work they must be relieved. 
In order to fulfil the terms of the Act apt 
at the same time to have equitable work'n 
conditions, the relief men must also yo 
four hours before they are relieved by the 
original set of men. Thus the men “work 
four hours, rest four hours, and then work 
another period of equal length, makiny 
twelve hours between starting time and final 
finishing time.’

Colbert; County Registrar, Waterford, who 
was responsible for the carrying out of the 
sale, arrived, and announced that the sale 
would not be held that day. 

It is understood that this decision was 
by order of the Minister for Justice. 

The marchers. who behaved in an or- 
derly manner, received this announcement 
quietly, and at once proceeded to the 
centre of the town. where a meeting was 
held, Mr. T. A. Morris, seeretary of the 
Irish Coursing Club, presiding. 


RIGHT TO LIVE. 


Mr. R. Curran, T.D., said that if any- 
one doubted where the farmers stood that 
demonstration would relieve them of the 
doubt. He. congratulated “them on the 
peaceable, orderly manner in which they 
had behaved. The farmers always paid 
their way, but to-day the Government had 
prevented them from meeting any obliga- 
tion whatever. There would be no pros- 
perity, or anything approaching nor- 


was ended. 

Farmers only wanted to be allowed to 
live, but that was denied them by the 
Government’s policy. They were there 
to demonstrate, as they were entitled to 
do, against the Government’s disastrous 
policy ; for what was Mr. Mcléniry’s case 
to-day might be ahyone’s to-morrow. 

They definitely did not stand for the 
taking of the last few cattle off a man’s 
farm—which was equivalent to taking 
machinery out of a factory. “ Are we to be 
told,” went on the speaker, “ that we are 
to sell the last beast, or allow it to be 
seized, to bolster-up this economic policy 
of the Government? We definitely will not 
do it. We have told them again and again 
to settle that ‘ war,’ and give the farmers 
a chance, and we repeat it. We came here 
to-day to protest in a peaceable and 
honourable manner, and this is only the 
first of a series of demonstrations if this 
policy of seizing: the last few cattle be- 
longing to a man is continued. It is a 
new kind of Sovietism to put taxes on 
people whom they have deprived of means 
of livelihood, and then seize their pro 
perty in payment of them. They will 
wake up to hard realities after this meet- 
ing. We have won before, we have won 
to-day, and we will win the next day.” 


LIVESTOCK MARKETS. 


Mr. Martin O'Farrell, Cashel, said that 
their live-stock markets wete there before 
Mr. de Valera, and they would be there 
after he had walked the plank of defeat. 
Mr. Lemass had described the contem- 
plated fusion of parties as a “ cripple 
alliance,” but it was an alliance that 
would cripple him before he was much 
older. The farmers would not pay rates 
because they had not them to pay. 

He appealed to them to see that no 
farmers’ cattle were sold, and to maintain 
the right of the farmers to be let live on 
the land they were born in. 

Mr. N. Wall, T.D., Waterford, asked 
why, if the bottom was gone out of the 
British market, as the Government said, 
did they send delegates to Ottawa and 
London to negotiate trade treaties in such 
a market? 


NO RED FLAG. 


Mr. Joseph McCann, Cashel, said that 
the Government’s policy would lead to 
conditions such as were in Russia and 
Spain, but farmers would not tolerate the 
red flag in Ireland. They would win by 
unity. The Government could seizé no 
cattle, and this the farmers could achieve 
without trouble. He saw fine specimens of 
ash plants there that day, but they would 
not be needed, as they would win on con- 
stitutional lines. If necessary, however, 
he would go to jail in the fight. 

Mr. E. Fleming, Dungarvan, said that

HOPKINS. 


BACON STILL AMONG 
THE PROPHETS.

SIR Frederick Gowland Hopkins, Pro- 
' fessor of Bio-Chemistry at Cambridge, 
took as the subject of his Presidential 
address to the British Association here to- 
night, ‘‘Some Chemical Aspects of Life.’’ 

Of the origin of life, he said:—Though 
speculations have given intellectual 
pleasure to many, all that we yet know 
about it. is that we know nothing. Sir 
James Jeans once suggested, though not 
with conviction, that it might be a disease 
of matter, a disease of its old age. Most 
biologists, I think, having agreed that 
life’s advent was at once the most im- 
probable and the most significant event in 
the history of the. universe, are content 
for the present to leave the matter there. 

The review embraced discoveries in the 
laboratéries as well as practical sugges- 
tions for solving the problems that are 
perplexing the world. i 

Discussing the origin of life, Sir 
Frederick asked: Are we to believe that 
life still exists in association with systems 
that are much more simply organised than 
any bacterial cell? The very minute filter- 
passing viruses, which, owing to their 
casual relations with disease, are now 
the subject of intense study, awaken deep 
curiosity with respect to this question. 
We cannot yet claim to know whether or 
not they are living organisms. In some 
sense they grow and multipiy, but, so far 
as we yet know with certainty, only when 
inhabitants of living cells. If they are, 
névertheless, living, this would suggest 
that they have no independent power of 
obtaining energy, and so cannot represent 
for us the earliest forms in which life 
appeared. At present, however, judgment 
on their biological significance must be 
suspended. The fullest understanding of 
all the methods by which energy may be 
acquired for life’s processes is much to be 
desired, 


VITAMINS. 


vitamins, on which he is an authority. 
Owing to abundance of all kinds of 
advertisement, he said, vitamins are dis- 
cussed in the drawingroom as well as in 
the diningroom, and also, though not so 
much, in the nursery, while at present, 
perhaps, not enough in the kitchent 
Unfortunately, among the uninformed 
their importance in nutrition is not 
always viewed with discrimination. Some 
seem to think nowadays that if the 
vitamin supply is secured the rest of the 
dietary may be left to chance, while 
others suppose that they are things so 
good that we cannot have too much of 
them. 

Needless to say, neither assumption is 
true. With regard to the second, indeed, it 
is desirable, now that vitamin concentrates 
are on the market and much advertised, 


be harmful. In the case of that labelled 
““D,” at least, we have definite evidence 
of oe I ps ene however, that the 
, availability of carefully. standardised. 
centrates To the gotha si hi that! 
and discriminating, We are fortunate 
in knowing that in this country highly 
reliable preparations are readily to be 
obtained. 

The claim that every known vitamin 
has highly important nutritional functions 
is supported by evidence which continues 
to grow. It is probable, but perhaps not 
yet certain, that the human body requires 
all that are known. 


THE BODY’S MINERAL 
SUPPLY. 


Dealing with the demands of the body 
for a right mineral supply, he said that 
a trace of copper was as essential in its 
way as much larger supplies of calcium, 
magnesium, potassium or iron. 

He added a significant sidelight on the 
‘ perfect ” diet, that secret which so many 
are seeking. Those in close touch with 
experimental studies continually receive 
hints that factors still unknown contribute 
to normal nutrition, and those who deal 
with human dietaries from a scientific 
standpoint know that an ideal diet cannot 
yet be defined. 

_ This reference to nutritional studies is 
indeed mainly meant to assure you that 
the great attention they are receiving is 
fully justified. No one báis, I think, will 
be impressed with the argument that 
because the human race has survived till 
now im complete ignorance of all such 
details, the knowledge being won must 
have academic interest alone. This line 
of argument is very old, and never right. 
The growing enlightenment concerning 
human nutrition, he said, had already 
produced evidence to show that nurture 
could assist nature to an extent not freely 
admitted a few years ago. 

Sir Frederick pointed to another aspect 
of nutritional study which is of great 
economic importance—that dealing with 
animals, Just now agricultural authori- 
ties were acutely aware of the need for 
better contro] of the diseases of animuis. 
These involved immense economic loss to 
the farmers, and, therefore, to the country. 
Although its influence should nus be 
exaggerated, faulty nutrition playei no 
small part in accounting for the incidence 
vt some of these diseases, as researches at 
the Rowlett Institute in Aberdeen, and 
elsewhere had shown. There was much 
more of such work to be done with great 
profit. 


MACHINE VERSUS MAN. 


Sir Frederick turned to the wider 
problems which are perplexing the worid 
at large, and particularly to the paradcx 
of poverty amid plenty, and the replace- 
ment of human labour by machinery. 
Applied science should take no blame for 
the former, he said, but, indeed, should 
claim credit unfairly lost. It is not within 
my capacity to say anything of value about 
the paradox and its cure, but I vonfess 
that I see more present danger in the 
case of “Money versus Man” than 
danger, present or future, in that of the 
“ Machine versus Man.” With regard to 
the latter, it is surely right that those in 
touch with science shéuld insist that the 
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
